AN INTERESTING: LOTTERY Case. 

A certain (or rather, as ho is not, known, an 
uncertain) Chinaman. started recontly oa ficti- 
tions lottery, the drawing of ‘which, as printed 
on the tickols, is supposed to take place 
in Manila, Cuba (aic). Lists of the monthly 
drawings wera dnly issued, but no winning 
numbers ever reachod this port. Had it not 
Yeon, for an oversight on the- purt of the 
“ management” of the sail lottery, the latter 
would have still:found many dupes to purchasa 
its fraudulent tickots. It 80 happoned that a 
Chinaman herd possessed aticket which should 
have drawn thothird prize, amounting to, $5,000. 
On presenting the ticket to-the people from 
whom he, bought it, payment was refused, 
With wview of obtaining his money the holder 
of the ticket.-hunded it to a Singapore Chinaman 
and asked him to use his best endeavours aud 
nke the peopia concerned in the lottery pay. 
En passant, I may ‘state that this Singapore 
man is suppoed to be a very questionable 
character. He keeps a school for teaching the 


| English langus ge, of which ho has bat a very 


inferior knowledge, to the Chinyse. Without 


| knowing the dotaile of the lottery case in ques- 
*| tion, this man, relying gu his British naticnality, | t 


‘wrote an official letter to the local Shion, in- 
forming him that a ceriain -Lim San ‘Tee had 
suld to him a.lottery ticket which had won 
he third priza and: which the latter refused to 
pay. In hig letter to the Shien he went on to 
say that he had acquainted the British Consat 
with tho facts of the case and he therefore 
petitioned the Shien to enforces the prymant of 
the.35,C0C. This Chineso official took for granted 
the statement, which I am assured ie an utter 
falsehood, and incarcerated Lim San Tee’ pend- 
ing further enquiries. The lutter's brother, 
who is s morclint in Hongkong, on hearing of 
the arrest, came up to effect his releasa 
CONSULAR INTERVENTION, 

This merchant on his arrival from Hong- 
kong mude every investigation into the affair, 
forwarddd.to the British Consul. an epitome 
of the case, and, further informed him that- 
the whole is the outcome of. some, trouble 
existing betwen two different’ clans, “to one 
of which his captive brother belonged. He 
therefore appealed to the Consul to prevail 
‘upon the Shien to set his brother free. But it 
was all without avail. At tho request of H. M. 
Consul the Shien held asort of a cross-examina- 
tion, and although he could not adduce any 
proof as to who sold and who bought the ticket 
in question, he still keeps Lim San Teo in 
prison and now demands $3,000, not as a fine nor 
as compensation for the enapedted fraud, but as 
a mere squeeze, which the Shien considers as 0. 
matter of courie perquisite. Lim San‘ Tee and. 
his brother, slthough well-to-do, both stren- 
aously refuse to comply with the Shion's 
demand and intend bringing the matter before 
the Taotai or eventually before the Viceroy at 
Canton. Disrpgarding the fact of the exposure 
of the fictitious lottery, this. incident offers 
‘a valuable lesen to those who clamour for 
the abolishment of the extraterritorial righis 
which the forelyners enjoy in China.

fortress prison at Cologuy, F 
* Some remarkable statements were mado by 
the witness wich regard to the astronomical 
ins.raments which formerly stood. on the walls 
of Peking, ‘He suid that tuey were confiscated 
na loot, partly on’ account of their intrinsic 
yalug, and partly on account of their value as 
yorks of art. ‘L'hiy had been done in obedience 
to an order which ebuctod-that all public ob- 
jects of vulae should be confiscated us contribu- 
tions towards the-expenses of tha war. In 
answer to @ question as to whether he had 
heard of acts of. cruelty being ‘committed by 
officers sgainst thoir subordinates General 
yon Lessel returned “a cautious answer. 
© Officers, he said, “ are sometimes arrogant 
in their demeanour, even in peace, and 
why should ;not this also be the ‘caso in 
war?

passed by and could have seen the punishment 
being enforced were Chinese coolies. : 
Counsd for the detence raised the question 
of the so-called ** Letters from the Huns,” which 
described. alloged. crueltien on the part of 
tho Gorman soldiers in China and were widely 
circulated in Germany. General vou Lossel 
said thatin China these letters were first of all 
that it was only 
when the order came forbidding the soldiers to. 
send home false reports that they were taken at 
all seriously. The General made a farther 
attempt to minimise the importance of the 
lutters by repeating the allegation that a com- 
plete apparatus for the manufueture of Hunnen- 
briefe hal been sot up in Zurich.
